RUGGED OUTDOORSMAN 


Gen. Buckner Son 
Of Confederate Hero 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS, 
Simon Bolivar Buckner Jr., Kentucky-born professional soldier, 
was a big bear of a man—and as tough.as he looked. 
While serving in Alaska he walked around in his undershirt in 
sub-zero weather, and smashed the ice in a bucket of water for his 


morning shower. 

On one occasion he swung jaun- 
tily ahead of a weary column of 
marching men—carrying several 
extra packs and rifles belonging 
to those many years younger who 
had dropped from exhaustion. 

Son of a famous soldier, editor 
and statesman, Gen. Buckner was 
a West Pointer who drove his 
troops hard but shared .heir hard- 
ships. He spoke in a booming voice

NIMITZ CONSERVATIVE 

The general was watching a 
spearheading attack launched be- 
fore dawn by the _ reinforced 
Eighth regimental combat team of 
the Second Marine Division. This 
was the first disclosure that Ma- 
rines other than the First and 
Sixth divisions were on Okinawa. 

Even Nimitz, in a brief tribute 
to Buckner, said: “In the day of 
victory on which he gallantly met 
a soldier’s death.” However, the 
conservative admiral withheld pro- 
claiming Okinawa “secured”—pre- 
sumably until he positively can an- 
nounce that all organized resist- 
ance is ended. He has followed 
that policy consistently throughout 
the Pacific campaigns under his 
command. 

Yesterday, Tenth Army troops 
broke through Japanese defense 
lines in all sectors of the front 
against “resistance which was 
crumbling and diminishing at 


nightfall,” Nimitz. reported. 


A strict disciplinarian, Buckner 
personally looked after the 
fare of his men. When two types 
of Arctic boots were proposed for 
use in Alaska, he tried one kind on 
his right foot and the other on his 
left, going for long hikes over 
rocks and ice to determine which 
type was better for the soldiers. 
He also tested sleeping bags when 
it was 60 below zero. 

FOND OF OUTDOOR LIFE 

He was a great outdoorsman and 
an ardent hunter and fisherman. 

Accustomed to smoking two or 
three packages of cigarets a day, 
he would stop suddenly for as long 
as three months to prove his will- 
power. He once sent this message 
to aviators who had destroyed a 
Japanese vessel: “Congratulations 
to the sinkers of the unmention- 
able stinkers.” 

Buckner insisted that the way 
to speed the end of the Pacific war 
was: 

“Kill more Japs—and faster.” 

He had some practical experi- 
ence in killing Japanese while 
commanding general of the Alaska 
defense force. As the builder of 
the defenses of Alaska and the 
near-by Aleutians, he had - sur-

prises awaiting the Japanese at 
Dutch Harbor in 1942, 


AWARDED DSM 


Buckner received the Distin- 
guished Service Medal in 1943 for 
his Alaska work. 


During his tour in Alaska, he 
rose from colonel to lieutenant 
genefal. He dropped from sight in 
June, 1944, and began organization 
of the 10th Army that invaded 
Okinawa in the spring of the next 
‘year. 

Buckner was the son of Simon 
Bolivar Buckner, an officer in the 
Mexican War, a lieutenant general 
in the Confederate Army, one-time 
editor of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, governor of Kentucky 
from 1887 to 1881 and a candidate 
for vice president of the United 
States on the Sound-Money Demo- 
cratic ticket of 1896 that split 
away from the party faction of 
William Jennings Bryan. 

He was 63 when Simon Bolivar 
Buckner Jr. was born. His wife 
was 29.

The men are riding in sleeping 
cars and the train is equipped 
with troop kitchens so that hot 
meals will be availaLle during the 
entire trip to Atlanta The Army 
Transportation Corps at Camp Kil 
mer has assigned an officer who 
is serving as train commander on 
the way to the Fort McPherson 
reception station.

MADRID, June 18.—(#)—An of- 
ficial communique published today 
in the Spanish press charged that 
French Communists inspired by 
exiled Spanish Republicans were 
responsible for Saturday’s attack 
on a trainload of Spaniards in 
France. 

It advised Spaniards to await 
the “natural reaction” of French 
authorities against persons found 
guilty of attacking the train, which 
was transporting Spaniards repat- 
riated from Germany and Switzer- 
land, 

The communique quoted the 
Paris radio as saying the train 
carried no members of the Spanish 
Blue Legion, which fought beside 
the German army on the eastern 
front. 

Saturday’s attack at Chambery 
by a mob armed with bottles and 
iron rods resulted in several cas- 
ualties. Paris and Swiss reports 
ranged from none dead and only 
six injured to 20 dead, 361 in- 
jured and 23 missing. The French 
government began an investiga- 
tion.

HERO'S WELCOME 


Million Out 
To See Ike 
In Capital 


By ERNEST BARCELLA. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—(UP) 
Gen, Eisenhower came home to a 
conquering hero’s welcome today 
and humbly told a grateful nation 
that his hour of triumph properly 
belonged to the Arnerican boys 
who fashioned victory. 

Nearly a million persons—about 
two-thirds of the capital’s popula- 
tion—thundered a “welcome 
home” to the supreme Allied com- 
mander—just plain “Ike” to the 
3,000,000 Americans who fought 
and won under is command. 


Police Inspector Harvey G. Cab 
lahan estimated that between 
800,000 and 1,000,000 persons lined 
the parade route—‘“definitely the 
biggest crowd in the capital’s his- 
tory.” 

He received their acclaim—the 
mightiest tribute this capital ever 
has accorded a returning hero— 
with smiles and arm waving as he 
rode up the Avenue-of Heroes to 
the Capitol. There, he faced a 
cheering congress and solemnly 
gave American and world leaders 
this message: 

“PROBLEMS OF PEACE” 

“The problems of peace can and 
must be met.” 

The combat soldier of this war 
“passionately believes” that it can 
be done and expects United Na- 
tions leaders “to preserve the 
peace he is winning,” he said. 

Eisenhower told a joint session 
of congress that he was here as 
“the representative” of the 3,000,- 
000 American men and women “to 
whom you desire to pay America’s 
tribute for military victory.” 

“In humble realization that 
they, who earned your commenda- 
tion, should properly be here to 
receive it, I am nevertheless proud 
and honored to serve as your 
agent in conveying it to them.” 

In his hour of triumph, Eisen- 
hower remembered those who 
made possible the victory in Eu- 
rope—the late President Roose- 
velt, Prime Minister Churchill, 
the Russian and British armies, 
the peoples of liberated countries. 
And he remembered, too, the par- 
ents of those American boys who 
will never come back. 

“The blackness of their grief,” 
he said, “ can be relieved only by 
the faith that all this shall not 
happen again!” 

ADDRESSES CONGRESS 

He addressed congress—and the 
world—scarcely an hour after 
stepping fror. the giant four-mo- 
tored transport which flew him 
here from Paris in 21 hours. 

Washington went all-out in its 
acclaim to the 54-year-old Texas: 
born Kansas farm boy who direct- 


ed the Allied victory in the west. 


It was “D-Day” the nation’s cap- 
ital—“E” for Eisenhower. .From 
President Truman on down to the 
humblest school boy—all joined in 
the rousing accolade to Ike. The 
supreme court halted its delibera- 
tions; cabinet members laid aside 
their tasks of state and school 
children and government clerks 
were given a holiday to pay honor 
to the balding little man with the 
genial grin and five stars. 

It was, in the words of Secre- 
tary of War Stimson, “a proud 
day for America.” 

Eisenhower grinned his way 
through a jam-packed schedule 
that included a mammoth civic 
‘| luncheon, presentation to him by 
President Truman of a third Dis- 
tinguished Service medal, a press 
conference, visits to General of the

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General ‘Ike’ Comes Home 


Gen. Dwight David Eisenhower has 
come home to his country which he has 
served so well to receive a welcome, a 
medal, to urge a peacetime draft and to 
confer with Gen. Marshall and others on 
the further progress of the war. 


Today New York City will pay its trib- 
ute to the general. Then he will go to re- 
ceive the welcome which will touch him 
more deeply, perhaps, than any other. 
That is the welcome of the home folks in 
the little city of Abilene, Kansas; the folks 
who “knew him when” he was a little, 
typical American boy. 


One of the most gratifying features of 
the present war has been the high-grade 
generalship produced by the United States. 
In the First World War we had little gen- 
eralship which was outstanding. In this 
war we have had much of that rare qual- 
ity from many good generals. 


The talk naturally gets around to com- 
parisons. The first name advanced will be 
that of Napoleon, he being the greatest of 
the moderns, in which artillery, mobility 
and invasion problems generally have 
played prominent parts. 


None will deny the Corsican’s great- 
ness. But. even he was stopped, as was 
Adolf Hitler, by that “contemptible little 
ditch,” the English channel. 


Gen. Eisenhower was not a field leader 
in the sense that Napoleon was, or in the 
sense that Gens. Hodges and Patton were 
in the continental campaigns. Yet he was 
the supreme commander and it was he 
who directed and brought together the 
threads of attack in all theaters in Europe. 


It was he who managed, by great tact 
and common sense, to bring together in 
perfect co-ordination the staffs and depart: 
ments of the British and Americans, a 
task never really accomplished in the 
First World War. Gen. Eisenhower led 
a group of armies of differing nationali- 
ties in one of the most dramatic campaigns 
in all the history of war. Thus as a strate- 
gist his name will rank for all time with 
the greatest men in military history. 
Greater though, than his strategic tri- 
umphs, was his achievement in welding 
into one cohesive whole armed forces so 
diverse in nationality. The friendship and 
unity of the western Allies is due, in great- 
est measure, to the genius in securing co- 
operation and understanding from all, 
which was probably the greatest asset 
Gen. “Ike” brought to his tremendous task. 


Nor must it be forgotten that the deci- 
sions which ultimately brought about the 
victory were, in the final analysis, his to 
make. Associate leaders, other generals, 
members of his staff could advise and sug- 
gest, but it was “Ike” who gave the word 
to go ahead on D-Day, it was “Ike” who 
decided on the invasion of southern France, 
it was “Ike” who, when the time was ripe, 
drove across the Rhine and stabbed with 
overwhelming strength deep into the vul- 
nerable heart of Germany. 


When the war is done and the records 
may be studied in their proper perspective, 
the historians will be sure to write his 
name high in the list of military immor- 
tals. It will not be surprising if that judg- 
ment puts him first among the generals of 
mobile warfare and certainly he will be 
first in the conception of amphibious at- 
tack.

The Poles Asked for 
Some of Their Trouble 


Before the war come close enough to singe 
us; in the days when it seemed cheaper to throw

ing his appeasement, spoke of Czechoslovakia as a country “remote” 
from our interests.) 


By now, I guess, we have learned that when evil begins to stalk 
the world, the bell tolls for each of us. No country is remote. 


Just now there is a great interest in Poland. The facts are ob- 
scured by distance and censorship. The confession of 14 of the 16 
Poles representing the Polish government in exile (London), comes 
as a great shock to those who had expected the Russians to be 
revealed as having arrested innocent men without reasons. 


The strong nationalism of the Poles is one great argument against 
the oft-expressed fear: Russia may swallow and digest the Balkans. 
It has survived perhaps the cruelest and most persistent effort to 
eradicate it. For literally hundreds of years the strong neighbors 
of Poland helped themselves-to her territory. Between 1772 and 
1793 Russia, Austria and Prussia thrice divided up that unhappy 
country. France, which once had protected, and exploited her, 
could not longer assist. Louis IV could only sigh and DuBarry 
asked, “Where is Poland?” when informed of a new partition, 
about which France was not even consulted, 


All the while Poland’s nationalism lived. Chopin’s great noc- 
turnes and marches have some of the Polish despair and defiance in 
them, many of them being written to play in the capitals of Eu- 
rope in protest. 

But it was not until 1914 that the chance came. 

1914-1918 From 1914 to 1918 misery was heaped on misery. 

: To win the Poles from Russia the Austrians prom- 
ised, in 1916, independence. Josef Pilsudski, later to be dictator, 
joined with Austria. Ignace Paderewski listened to Woodrow Wil- 
son. After the Russian revolution even Lenin said Poland should 
be free. 


But the Germans imposed their harsh terms at Brest-Litovsk, 
forcing Russia out. Austria lost interest. Germany put the pro- 
testing Pilsudski in jail. It was not until Germany collapsed that 
Poland became an organized government. Then began a course 
which was to plague the Polish government all the way to new 
disaster. It developed the complex it was a great power. 


There were three factory systems, three railway systems, three 
systems of land tenure. The peasants were demanding land. The 
treaty of 1919 gave her a port on the Baltic. The Corridor sep- 
arated her from Germany. The Curzon line (planned by Lord 
Curzon) fixed her boundaries. 


Poland hated, and feared Russia. The French, especially French 
financiers, were angry because of the cancellation by the Soviets 
of French investments under the Tzarist government, began to 
“advise” Poland. The objectives were the huge estates of the 
Polish nobles east of the Curzon line. War began. 


The Russians drove the Poles back but Gen. Weygand hastened 
to direct them and at the Vistula the Poles drove the Russians back. 
The Russians, plagued by their own civil war, famine, and lack 
of equipment, signed a treaty giving the Poles 100 miles more 
territory. 


‘ stasraq. Poland became in 1920 the central nation 
Cordon Sanitaire in the “Cordon Sanitaire,” the ring of 
friendly states which would protect Europe from Russia. (It is this 
cordon sanitaire in reverse which Russia now insists upon, and 
which so disturbs the authors of the cordon sanitaire of 1920.) 


In 1926, Pilsudski led a revolt and took over the government in 
a brief civil war. .He became dictator and inclined slowly away 
from France toward Germany. 


By 1935 there was a complete dictatorship, as tight as_any in 
Europe. Pilsudski died that year, but the tight rule went on. 


When Czechoslovakia was “appeased” to death in 1938, Poland 
seized part of her territory. This enthusiastic joining with Germany 
cost Poland great prestige in America. 


On Aug. 23, 1939, Germany and Russia signed a non-aggression 
pact, stunning the world and bringing war forward on running feet. 
Germany soon marched on Poland. In September the Russian 
armies entered eastern Poland and soon took back the land acquired 
by Poland in 1920. 

There began the tug and pull between the exile government in 
London, which represented the old dictatorship group, and the rival 
government inspired by the Russians, the Lublin government. 

Poland faces a future in which she has no strong France and 
no strong Germany to play one against the other. Her past assump- 
tions no longer will stand up. Somehow she, along with other sick 
nations, must be fitted into Europe and the future.

- old volumes still extant today. And, in reading them, you will find 


yourself, if you are a person of imagination, rather more than 
slightly sickened. For it is revolting to think there was once a day 
when a man capable of writing a worthwhile book had to fawn at 
the feet of a pompous ass whose only asset was inherited money, 
in order that the book might be printed. 


ae “")6Many years ago when a reporter 

smelly sons of Sweat in a city, not Atlanta, I was 
assigned to cover a strike in progress in a certain local industry. 
I had to cover both sides of the controversy, the striking workers 
and the executives of the company. It was my custom to call, in 
the afternoon, on the union leaders directing the strike and then to 
call on the president of the company. 

This president was, in some aspects, a good businessman. He 
was shrewd in money matters, successful in speculating on the 
market. He was suave, polished, beautifully attired at all times 
and in his manners an exquisite. 

However, in many of the basic qualities of manhood and of 
character, in ethics and courage and decent honesty, most of the 
striking employes were his superior. 

Each afternoon when I entered his office—it was wisdom for 
him to be friendly and hail-fellow with a newspaper reporter—he 
greeted me jovially, offered a highball which I always refused when 
on the job, and, knowing I had just left union headquarters, asked, 
grinning, “Well, what are the smelly sons of sweat up to today?” 

Which remark always made me a little angry though, for the 
sake of keeping a friendly news source, I camouflaged my reaction.

“feudalism.” I have wondered whether he meant, at least in part, 
this attitude of patronage by one class toward another, an attitude 
which, if you think, is not at all the spirit we like to believe ani- 
mates this America we are striving to make a truly free democracy 
for all her people. 

Oh, I know, you would have difficulty: in discovering anyone 
who would, seriously, admit that in America any man is looked 
down upon simply because he makes a living by the toil of his body 
and the exercise of his sweat glands. 

But, if you could read the true attitude behind the lip service 
of quite a few, you would find a rather shocking confidence in the 
superiority of one class over another. It is, of course, always -the 
class to which the sneerer fondly thinks he, or she, belongs, that is 
superior. 


No thinking person denies that organized labor 
Wage Slaves has contributed much to the advance of the 
nation, economically, as well as to the well-being of the individual 
worker. 

It is not so many years ago since practically all who worked 
for wage, including the so-called “white-collar” class, were, literally 
and cruelly, wage slaves. They enjoyed the right of working, if 
they could find a job, but that was about all. Their employer de- 
cided alone the rate of pay and in too many instances it was as low 
as could be. Even, in some instances, nothing. (I remember when 
farm hands worked for their food and a place to sleep, only. I have 
known cub reporters who worked for nothing for six months, or 
longer, to “gain experience.’) 

There are still wage-slaves to be found, here and there. Workers 
whose wage is calculated by their employer to equal the bare costs 
of living, and no more. But they are becoming fewer. The tendency 
is more and more toward rates of pay measured by value of work. 

And for this change, the labor unions are, concededly, due chief 
credit. 

Someday, maybe centuries hence, society as a whole will rid 
itself of the false economics which produce “patrons” and “patron- 
age,” whether as individuals or as a class. Then we shall be close 
to the millenium and to full realization of that democracy toward 
which we climb. 

In the meantime let us remember, in the phrase spoken by a 
character in a book I read last week, “no class has any right to 
patronize another.”

New Cabinet 
Will Aid the South 


(Editor’s Note: No Williams column is avail- 
able today. The following article is by the Ree 
search Institute of America.) 


The new cabinet appointments, Clark to Justice Department, 
Anderson to Agriculture, and Schwellenbach to Labor, indicate a 
distinct shift in political and economic power among the different 
geographical areas of the country. 

Fact that all three come from the west is more than an accident. 
Truman, a midwesterner himself, belonged in the senate to a liberal 
bloc led by Sens. Murray and Kilgore—in favor of industrializing 
the south and west. Their goal was to curb what they called the 
dominant industrial position of the east. Their platform included: 

(1) Elimination of the unfavorable freight differential in the 
south and west, which put those regions at a competitive disad- 
vantage. 

(2) Aggressive anti-trust policy, designed to break the strangle- 
hold of monopoly. 

(3) Development of the south and west by projects similar te 
TVA, such as the Missouri Valley Authority. 

(4) A government plant disposal program designed to keep in- 
tact and going plants in the south and west—if it came to a choice, 
they would scrap plants in the east. 

(5) Expenditure of federal funds to subsidize businesses in the 
undeveloped regions. ' 

The connection may not have been apparent, but this program 
moved forward with this week’s ICC decision ordering a rail rate 
revision designed to lessen rate discrimination against the southern 


and western regions. 

103 Technically, the ICC has 
What New ICC Decision Means [schnicaly, the visunder 
stood. It didn’t order uniform rates throughout the country, but 
only uniform methods of rate classification. This means that a 
given commodity would be put in the same classification in every 
region. Thus, differences in rates would not be outlawed, but 
percentage-wise the variations as between different classifications 
would be made uniform on a regional basis. 

However, the long-range purpose of the ICC was made plain 
when it ordered interim rate changes to take effect east of the 
Rockies on Aug. 30—a 10 per cent increase in the eastern territory 
and a 10 per cent decrease elsewhere. 

Note that the decision deals only with a so-called “classified” 
freight, largely manufactured and miscellaneous goods which con- 
stitute only about 10 per cent of total rail freight. The other 90 
per cent, which moves under “commodity” and “exception” rates, 


is not affected by the decision. 

: 9? The limited nature of the ICC 
How Far Will ICC Go! order has given rise to some Wash- 
ington speculation that the decision may be merely a sop to re 
gional interests—a concession designed to head off an adverse su- 
preme court decision on freight rates, foreshadowed by the Georgia 
rate cases. This interpretation is probably unsound. Management 
planning should seriously consider the possibility that ICC will try 
to go all the way on its new tack. 

In discounting speculation that the ICC decision will not affect 
the entire rate structure, remember that ICC has for some time 
been considering the abolition of commodity rates. Remember, too, 
that “commodity” rates can’t be continued at present levels unless 
two sets of rates are kept, new class rates and old class rates. 

If ICC is planning to go all out on freight rate changes, this 
would be the logical time to give industry advance notice. Since 
many businesses are now operating branches in different regions, 
government surplus plants are awaiting disposal, both industry’s 
and railroads’ earnings are at a high level, which ICC may be- 
lieve sufficient to cushion the shock of the necessary adjustments, 

In long-range planning, manufacturers may consider it more 
feasible, having lost the advantage of the lower eastern freight rates, 
to move into areas like the south which offer lower production 
costs. Manufacturers will also consider the feasibility of shifting 
freight to highways, trucks or waterways. In weighing alternatives, 
remember that the ICC order affects less-than-carload-lot shipments 
that customarily move under class rates. For these there is a flat 
boost in minimum charges from 55 to 75 cents per cwt. east of the 
Rockies.

Investigation 
Is in Order 


WASHINGTON—It will be fu- 
tile to deny that the personal 
honor and official integrity of the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt have 
been clouded by the facts so far 
revealed and the unchallenged 
statements in connection with a 
loan of $200,000 from John Hart- 
ford, president of the A. & P. 
grocery chain, to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
son, Elliott. The debt was made 
in 1939. In 1941, when Hartford 
and his company were under fire 
from Mr. Roosevelt's Department 
it was ‘settled for 
$4,000, or two cents on the dollar. 
Even so, Elliott did not provide 
the $4,000, nor did any member 
of the family. 


The version of the case given 
by Hartford and Caruthers Ewing, 
of New York, his attorney, flatly 
charge the late President with 
highly improper conduct. He is 
said to have sent out a New Deal 
congressman to find someone will- 
ing to lend Elliott $200,000 on 
“unbankable” security and is ac- 
cused of requesting Jesse Jones, 
then secretary of commerce and 
head of the RFC, to arrange the 
settlement whereby the debt was 
almost entirely forgiven. At the 
time of the loan, Hartford’s in- 
terests were seriously threatened 
by a bill in congress which might 
have taxed his chain out of busi- 
ness. At the time of the settle- 
ment, the Department of Justice 
had already begun a series of ac- 
tions under the anti-trust law as 
a result of which Hartford, per- 
sonally, is now a defendant in a 
criminal trial in the federal courts 
in Danville, Ill. 


The one man involved who 
should be most sensitive to asper- 
sions on the late President’s 
honor and his official conduct is 
his own son, Elliott. 


If Elliott is willing, by his si- 
lence, to leave unchallemged the 
obvious conclusion that Mr. 
Roosevelt used the prestige of the 
presidency to promote and then 
Wipe out a Joan for him, there is 
little, if anything, that others can 
do to repair a reputation that has 
been compared, perhaps prema- 
turely, to Abraham Lincoln’s. 


And Elliott can redress matters 
only if he is able to testify con- 
vincingly that his father did not 
send out a scout to find someone 
who weuld lend him-the money; 
that his father did not speak to 
him and Hartford by long-distance 
phone from Warm Springs, Ga., 
heartily indorsing the idea, and 
did not enlist the help of Mr. 
Jones in washing it out. 


Democratic congressmen _§al- 
ready have made a partisan issue 
of the straight question of official 
decency. But the nation’s interest 
and the historical record are more 
important than the politics of the 
henchmen of the New Deal in 
congress and in the government 
bureaus, some of whom may be 
suspected of personal fear of the 
consequences to themselves if an 
inquiry into this incident should 
develop into a historic scandal. 
Either President Roosevelt gross- 
ly abused the power of his office 
for the personal gain of his son, 
or the good name of a man now 
gone, for whom claims of great- 
ness;have been made, has been 
Ssullied by false charges. 


Nor is it necessary to consult 
Elliott Roosevelt’s wishes. He is 
no less susceptible to a summons 
to appear before a committee of 
congress and tell the truth on a 
matter of enormous importance 
than J. P. Morgan was during the 
Pecora investigation in the early 
days of the New Deal. 


Mr. Hartford and Mr. Ewing 
should be called, of course, and 
Jesse Jones owes it to the honor 
of his old chief, the President, to 
vindicate him if he can and owes 
the nation a duty to tell the truth. 


Thus far odartford, Ewing and 
Jones have agreed that Elliott did 
borrow the money on “unbank- 
able” security and that Jones did 
negotiate the settlement at Mr. 
Roosevelt’s request. As to wheth- 
er the President sent William 
Sirovich, a New York New Deal 
politician, to discover someone 
willing to make the loan, we have 
only Mr. Ewing’s word, . Mr. 
Sirovich having died meanwhile. 
Ewing, however, is a lawyer of 
good reputation whose word has 
not even been challenged in this 
detail and it may be noted that 
he did not willingly release the 
story, but, on the contrary, sent a 
telegram at the eleventh hour 
earnestly recommending that it be 
withheld. ° 


The question whether Hartford 
shall be allowed to deduct his 
$196,000 less from his taxable in- 
come is a routine matter for de- 
cision. He did not try to collect 
the loan as the law requires and 
the initiative came from the debt- 
or’s side when it finally was set- 
tled. So, perhaps, the loss is not 
deductible as a bad debt but de- 
ductible nevertheless as a stock 
loss. For that matter, he may 
reckon that he might have had to 
pay a tax of about $180,000 on that 
$200,000 even if he had not loaned 
the money. 


Elliott, however, obviously 
gained the entire $200,000 and 
what he did with it the public does 
not know. And, inasmuch as he 
got back his stock, which since 
has recovered in value, it would 
appear that his gain might have 
been much more than $200,000. 

There were other deals in El- 
liott’s career as a radio magnate 
more or less similar to the Hart- 


ford loan, One involves a wealthy 


contributor to Democratic party 
funds who received an appoint- 
ment to an important office which 
he still holds. 

Any honest, nonpolitical inves- 
tigation would develop the truth 
and either clear President Roose- 
velt’s name or develop a legacy 
of misconduct for the private gain 
of relatives and friends compara- 
ble only to the sorry record of 
President U. S. Grant.

WASHINGTON.—One result of 
the ending of, the war in Europe 
has been to leave a whole flock 
of four-star and three-star gen- 
erals with no place to go. 


It is not true, as reported, that) 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur has ob-| 


jected specifically to Pacific as- 
signment of four-star Gens, George 
S. Patton Jr. and Jacob L, Devers, 
or any other high-ranking officers. 
MacArthur has pointed out that, 
until the number of ground troops 
in the Pacific theater is greatly 
increased, there will be a scarcity 
of commands commensurate with 
four-star or three-star rank. 
Also, MacArthur doesn’t think 
it is fair for commanders, who 
have borne the brunt of fighting 
in Pacific jungles for three years 
and who have been held down in 
rank because of the relatively 
small armies in that region, now 
to be superseded by officers from 
the European theater who have 
seen much less of real fighting. 
The only two four-star generals 
under Gen. MacArthur presently 
are Walter Krueger, who has been 
his chief field commander of 
ground troops from the beginning, 


and George C. Kenney, his air 
chief. 

Robert L. Eichelberger, who has 
divided ground operations on a 
virtual parity with Krueger, wears) 
only three stars, as do Richard | 
K. Sutherland, MacArthur’s chief) 
of staff: Simon B. Buckner Jr.,| 
the present commarider of ground | 
forces on Okinawa, and’ Albert C. 
Wedemeyer in China, 

As ranks stand all of the latter 
would be topped by Patton, Devers, 
or any other additional four-star 
general sent to the Pacific. 

The one four-star general so far 
assigned to the Pacific from Eu- 
rope is Courtney H. Hodges, whose 
whole First Army is to be shifted.

Omar Bradley has been shifted to 
a strictly civilian job as head of 
the Veterans’ Bureau is that, with- 
out a step down, there seemed to 
be no place for him in the anti- 
Japanese set-up. 

Gen, Eisenhower is to carry on 
as United States representative on 
the German-control commission. 


The Third and Seventh armies 
under Gens. Patton and Alexander 
Patch are to divide occupation of 
Germany, and the 15th Army un- 
der Gen. Leonard T. Gerow is 
continuing temporarily in _ this 
Same capacity. Four-star Gen. 
Mark Clark is to remain as chief 
American Army administrator in 
the Mediterranean area. 

But these assignments take care 
of only a few of the Army big 
shots. Altogether there are 13 
four-star and 40 three-star gen- 
erals and at J@st half of these 
presently are at loose ends. Most 
of them are likely to cool their 
heels: in relatively inactive com- 
mands for many months to come. 

The primary difficulty in the 
Pacific, of course, is distance. 

It takes three ships on the Far 
Eastern supply route to do the 
work of one ship in transporta- 
tion to Europe. Also there is no 
such convenient and ready-made 
base as the British Isles from 
which to attack Japan. The Phil- 
ippines and Guam, now the main 
oriental bases, are ten times as 
far from Tokyo as British ports 
were from the Normandy beach- 
head, 

On the basis of these facts it 
can be calculated roughly that the 
same effort that landed approxi- 
mately 4,500,000 American mili- 
tary personnel in Europe, during 
three years, will be required to 
land and supply 1,000,000 men in 
the Far Eastern war zone, | 

The commands of top generals 
in the Pacific are called armies, 
but actually no. one of these so 
far comprised more than five or 
six divisions. Sometimes an army | 
has numbered no more than one 
division. |

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Quick Action 
On Charter 


President Truman would like to 
have the senate ratify the United 
Nations charter before the Big 
Three meeting begins in mid-July, 
although he has made no such for- 
mal request. Sen. Vandenberg fa- 
vors prompt consideration of the 
treaty but objects to “clubbing” 
the senate into action and doubts 
that a vote can be taken by July 
15. 


Ordinarily, it would be too much 
to expect the senate to approve a 
treaty within three weeks or less 
of its submission. And it might be 
argued that a — of such im- 
portance and complexity as this 
should require extended considera- 
tion. 

However, senate approval before 
the Big Three meeting would al- 
most certainly be advantageous to 
the United States. We cannot exert 
our fullest influence at the council 
tables while doubts remain in 
other nations that we are going to 
“stay in the game” indefinitely. 
These doubts have been whittled 
down gradually over a period of 
two years or more. President 
Roosevelt’s hand at Yalta was 
strengthened by Sen. Vandenberg’s 
speeches and by other indications 
that participation in a world or- 
ganization had become, or was be- 
coming, a policy which tommand- 
ed the overwhelming support of 
both parties. The constructive 
roles played by Vandenberg and 
Stassen at San Francisco have 
given further reassurance on this 
point, as has the attitude of most 
of the press toward the delibera- 
tions. 

But the rest of the world has not 
yet forgotten what we did after 
the First World War—how sud- 
denly, it seemed to them, Ameri- 
can policy did a right-about-face. 
Diplomatic representatives of for- 
foreign nations are constantly on 
the alert for signs that we are go- 
ing*to repeat that performance 


Until these doubts are removed, 
many other nations cannot clearly 
chart their own courses, 

The senate can, if it wishes, act 
with unprecedented speed in this 
instance because what is required 
of it is, in reality, no more than a 
formal ratification of a prior de- 
cision. The basic decision, wheth- 
er to join a world security organi- 
zation, has gradually crystallized. 
The next phase of the decision is 
whether to join the world security 
organization charted at San Fran- 
cisco. 

The constitution of the world se- 
curity organization has been writ- 
ten in public view. Every point 
has been aired and argued. Lead- 
ers of both major parties have 
had a hand in framing the docu- 
ment. 

The senate’s part is, therefore, 
quite simple. The charter is not a 
bill which the senate can amend. 
Nor will it be a treaty negotiated 
solely by the executive or behind 
closed doors. The senators will 
want to have the document ex- 
plained to them and to hear how 
and why various compromises 
were made. When this has been 
done, they should be able to make 
up their minds, if any have not 
done so already. As a practical 
matter, there is no reason appar- 
ent now why consideration of the 
treaty should require more than a 
few days,

WASHINGTON—The senate is confronted with 

an interesting psychological study of an American 

| businessman and American business methods, as 

well as a problem in basic national policy, in considering the con- 
firmation of W. Stuart Symington, of St. Louis, to be chairman of the 


Surplus Property Board. 

This board, charged with dispos- 
ing of billions of dollars of sur- 
plus war property of all Sorts, in- 
cluding plants, will have much in- 
fluence on the postwar national 
economy. Its operations and pol- 
icy are being investigated by the 
Senate Military Affairs Subcom- 
mittee, headed by Senator O’Ma- 
honey, Democrat, Wyoming, who 
is concerned that no monopoly be 
built up in distributing surpluses. 

Mr. Symington would be : key 
figure as chairman. What of his 
approach? 

An interesting picture, familiar 
to business circles, comes from a 
review of his business history, 
experience and correspondence 
submitted as evidence in one of 
two government antitrust suits. 
The suits were against companies 
with which Mr, Symington had 
previously been connected. 

He emerges as the go-getter type 
of businessman, with a strong pro- 
moter instinct. He has been in 
and out of several businesses, be- 
ginning with a family business, 
and including radio, parking me- 
ters, iron and steel and, lastly, an 
electrical manufacturing company 
which bloomed out with war con- 
tracts and which attracted ‘an in- 
quiry by the House Military Af.- 
fairs Commitgee three years ago. 

His thinking about business 
methods probably was influenced 
by experience with a family busi- 
ness which had trouble with com- 
petition but which flourished after 
a combination with another busi- 
ness. In a radio business he learn- 
ed about the power of Radio

licensing system. 

He told the O'Mahoney subcom- 
mittee how he led the fight of the 
independents against the RCA 
licensing system and described it 
as “one of the most unfair in the 
world.” But it was learned that 
at the time he came to feel that 
RCA would have been more suc- 
cessful if the patent licensing sys- 
tem had been exercised more 
tightly. 

Such an effective system of pat- 
ent control he found when he be- 
came president, in January, 1935, 
of Rustless Stee] and Iron Co. It 
impressed him. This patent con- 
trol system and price-fixing ar- 
rangements were the bases of an 
antitrust suit brought by the gov- 
ernment last year against several 
companies, including Rustless 
Steel and Iron. The government 
charged monopoly in_ stainless 
steel, starting in 1934. Mr. Sym- 
ington retired from the company 
in 1936. 

It was in 1936 that he helped 
toa devise the patent control sys- 


ease because of loose, wabb! 


tem in parking meters through 
Vehicular Parking, Ltd., of which 
he became president. That patent 
control system was the basis of an 
antitrust suit in 1942, won by the 
government. It was previously 
discussed here. Mr. Symington 
left the parking meter business in 
1938, but his activities were de- 
tailed in the court, and letters he 
wrote were put in evidence. 


Excerpts from one which he 
asked the recipient to destroy was 
quoted here before. Another to 
the same man, John Howard 
Joynt, one of the patent organ- 
izers, warned him “you tell ‘hem 
little.of the advantage of the pool 
itself from the standpoint of in- 
dustry regulation—of course noth- 
ing of this character should be 
put in writing—but confine your 
comments to the previous opinion 
given by Mr. Taylor and me with 
respect to the relative merits of 
the dual picture and the parkrite 
picture, on patents confining, or 
rather emphasizing, the impor- 
tance of the two going together.” 

Another letter, referring to the 
necessity of bringing Carl Magee 
of Dual Parking Meter Co., “into 
the fold,” continued: 


“Perhaps a % of 1 per cent 
license would do the trick. This 
would give us access to his books 
and mean his admission to the 
validity of our patents. Also we 
would have him under control 
from the standpoint of price.” 

Another letter said: 

“These other companies are not 
going to let our holding company 
control without some struggle. [ 
hope these meter ideas and appli- 
cations are being rushed to Joynt. 
A $35.00 meter may kick out some 
companies but it won't stop any 
gyp competition. Magee says he 
has one that can be built for a 
couple of dollars. Let’s.get con- 
trol if we can. It looks as if our 
fight is against Dual.” 

The subsequent agreement 
among the various companies fix- 
ed minimum prices of $35 for 
manual meters and $45 for auto- 
matic meters, which later were

The Justice Department con- 
tended that the legislative and ex- 
ecutive departments could exer- 
cise the government’s sovereign 
power to “rid itself of those deem- 
ed inimical to the national wel- 
fare.”

' “After the game” May mean ans 
evening of bridge, ever-popular 
bingo or a trip out to see the 
Crackers play at Ponce de Leon 
Park. After-the-game snacks are 
always as popular as the evening’s 
entertainment, but what to serve 
is a question often puzzling to the 
hostess these days of shortages. 


There are no hard and fast 
rules, of course, but the wise host- 
ess keeps these late snacks simple 
lest she be blamed for indigestion 
and bad dreams. Many hostesses 
provide milk or buttermilk for 
the evening snack and if you’ve 
never tried offering this beverage 
you will be surprised how popu- 
lar it is. Tea, hot or iced, is sur- 
prisingly good at midnight, but 
many still prefer coffee and many 
a considerate hostess keeps the de- 
caffeinized type on hand for those 
who want nothing but coffee, even 
though they think it keeps them 
awake. Scrambled eggs, toast and 
coffee make a hard-to-beat late 
supper, but if the party is plan- 
ned in advance you might like ‘to 
try one of these menus: 


Menu 1. Jellied fruit salad with 
nut or fruit bread sandwiches, hot 
coffee, coca or milk cookies, 


Menu 2. Jellied tomato and 
shrimp, small toasted rolls, coffee, 
date squares. 


Menu 3. Sardines-on-rye sand- 
wiches, olives, celery, carrot sticks, 
eookies, coffee or tea or milk, 


Menu 4. Chopped hard cooked 
egg sandwiches, fresh fruit pie, 
tea, coffee or milk. 


JELLIED FRUIT SALAD 


Soften 2% tablespoons plain 
gelatine in 1% cup cold water, dis- 
solve in 2 cups boiling water. 
Add % cup sugar, % cup lemon 
juice, % cup fresh lime juice and 
a little green food coloring. Or 
use 2 packages lime-flavored gela- 
tine, dissolving it in 2 cups hot 
water, then adding 1 cup cold 
water, Set gelatine aside to cool. 
Mix 1 cup diced canned pineapple 
(fresh pineapple cannot be used 
in gelatine mixtures), 1 cup 
diced orange pulp, % cup sliced 
banana, % cup sliced maraschino 
cherries an % cup toasted nut 
meats. Put equal amount of the 
fruit in individual molds, and pour 
gelatine mixture over. Chill until 
firm. Turn out on crisp lettuce 
and garnish with a little mayon- 
naise thinned with cream. Serve 
with buttered nut or fruit bread. 


JELLIED TOMATO 
AND SHRIMP 


2 cups tomato juice. 

1 teaspoon grated onion, 
1% teaspoon salt. 

1 cup chopped celery. 

1 tablespoon plain gelatin. 
2 tablespoons cold water. 
14 teaspoon paprika, 

1% bay leaf. 

2 tablespoons sugar. 

1 can shrimps. 


Cook tomato juice, onion and 
bay leaf 5 minutes, then remove 
leaf. Soak gelatin in cold water 
then dissolve in hot tomato mix- 
ture.

Chinese Regain Port: 


Flock In

On other Pacific-Asiatic fronts as well as Okinawa, Allied arms 


continue to sweep forward. 


Chinese forces have recaptured the great port 


" of Wenchow, on 


China’s east coast only 440 miles west of Okinawa. 


U. S. doughboys in the Philip- 
pines punched deeper into the Ca- 
gayan valley where hundreds of 
Japanese troops surrendered. 

Australian veterans on Borneo 
gained a strategic village on the 


Hundreds of Japanese and For- 
mosan troops surrendered to ad- 
vancing U. S. doughboys on the 
Cagayan valley front of Luzon. 
The Americans continued their 
fast northward drive. They ap- 
proached Naguilian town near the 
broad Cagayan river. 

Other Americans, fighting 
through the mountains west of the 
valley, were within seven miles of 
the Japanese Kiangan: base. 


AIRMEN BLAZE AWAY 


American airmen blasted the 
Nipponese on all Philippine fronts, 
hit prime targets on Formosa and 
attacked the Shanghai, Canton and 
Hongkong areas of China. 

The veteran Australian Ninth 
division on Borneo reached the 
northwest coast village of Tutong, 
35 miles south of their Brunei bay 
invasion beach. They are headed 
for the rich Seria and Miri oil 
fields which the Japanese have 
fired. 

Aussie amphibious forces made 
a landing at Weston, on the east- 
ern side of Brunei bay. They met 
only negligible opposition as they 
moved inland. Allied planes were 
using the captured Labuan air- 
field on Labuan island in the 
mouth of the bay. 

On Tarakan island, off the east 
coast of Borneo, the Australians 
shattered two Japar.ese strong 
points in the central sector. 

Japanese defense positions at 
Balikpapan, oil center on Borneo’s 
southeast coast, were hammered 
with more than 100 tons uf bombs. 
CHINESE CHASE JAPS 

Chinese recapture of Wenchow 
po"t, 220 miles south of Shanghai, 
was announced by the Chungking 
high command. The Chinese pur- 
sued the retreating Japanese 
acros. the Wu river. 

It appeared that the Japanese 
forces backing northward from 
coastal areas would be used to 
bolster anti-invasion defenses 
around Shanghai and Hangchow. 

The Chinese also hold Foochow 
port, 160 miles south of Wenchow, 
as well as a long stretch of the 
coast line, a possible American in- 
vasion area if and when U. S. 
forces turn toward the Asiatic 
mainland. 

Chinese columns were converg- 
ing on Liuchow, most important 
railroad hub and former U. S. air 
base in south China. The Chinese 
smashed a dozen miles through 
Japanese defenses west of Liu- 
chow and were within 21 miles of 
the city, which also was menaced 
from the southwest. 

SINGAPORE RAILS 

Reinforced Chinese troops gain- 
ed new successes on the front 130 
miles northeast of Canton. How- 
ever, the Japanese, seeking to 
strengthen their Canton-Hankow 
corridor, were advancing in the 
sector 160 miles northeast of Can- 
ton. 

The vital Japanese Bangkok- 
Singapore railway was cut in sev- 
eral spots by Allied heavy bomb- 
ers.

Safer Atlantic 
To Hit Seamen's 
Pocketbook 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—() 
Seamen on American vessels sail- 
ing in certain areas of the Atlantic 
ocean will receive smaller war 
risk bonuses in the future. 


The Maritime War Emergency 
Board announced today a reduc- 
tion in bonuses resulting from 
Germany’s surrender. 


No changes weer made in voy- 
ages in the Pacific and Indian 
oceans and adjacent waters, where 


bonuses range up to $100 a month, 
depending upon nearness to Ja- 
pan. 


In the area in the North Atlan- 
tic and Arctic oreans and adjarent 
waters east of 12 degrees west 
longitude and its interseltion with 
the northwest loast of Africa, in- 
cluding the Mediterranean and ad- 
joining seas, a voyage bonus of 
$80 a month will be paid. 


In an area in the North Atlan- 
tic and Arctic oceans and adija- 
cent water west of 12 degrees 
west longitude and in the South 
Atlantic ocean and adjacent ma- 
ters mest of 18 degrees east longi- 
tude the bonus will be $40 a 
month. 


These new bonuses replace the 
former scale which ranged up to 
$100 monthly plus $5 a day. 


In continuing bonuses in re- 
duced amounts, the board said 
that European ports and waters 
adjacent to the European conti- 
nent “will to some extent con- 
tinue to be hazardous for some 


period.”
